Effect of Compulsory Insurance on 
Bay State’s Registrations Studied 








OSTON, June 16.—Wheiher or 

not the downward trend in 
motor vehicle registrations in this 
state so far this year can be 
traced to the new compulsory in- 
surance law which went into ef- 
fect on January 1 is being seri- 
ously considered by those promi- 
nent in the industry, as the sea- 
son advances. 


Another factor to be considered 


in this connection is that the cost | 
of registering a small car is almost | 
four times greater this year than it| 
May passenger car | 


was iast year. 
registrations amounted to only 53,- 
070, as against 62,105 for the same 
month of last year. Trucks, taxis, 
trailers and motorcycles also showed 
a heavy falling off in May, with 
buses showing the only increase, 
amounting to 10 per cent. 

Total registrations on passenger 
cars for the six months ended 
May 31 in the state represented a 
gain of only 6,300, or 1.1 per cent. 
over the same period a year ago, 
whereas in 1926 there was an in- 
crease of almost 10 per cent. over 
1925. Figures also show that there 
are slightly less motor vehicles on 
the highways in the state than at 
this time last year. In spite of this 
situation the number of deaths from 
automobile accidents have not de- 
clined. In fact, one more death than 
for the same period last year has 
been reported. : 

Registrar Frank A. Goodwin is 
undecided whether the decrease in 
registrations is caused by the com- 
pulsory automobile insurance law or 
whether Massachusetts has reached 
the automobile peak. Other weil

tors of the United States.

“Com- 
plete and partial substitution for 
92,653 steam train miles with oper- 
ating expenses of $113,672 on, the 
Boston & Maine Railroad,” said Mr. 
Brosseau, “was effected with 251,843 
bus miles with operating expenses 
of $65,972. The experience of the 
sixty-one railroads now operating 
motor buses would doubtless tell a 
similar story of savings. 

“When millions of dollars of po- 
tential savings are involved through 
substitution of buses, railroad man- 
agement may be expected te be alert 
to its opportunity,” he declared. 

“The greater percentage of the 
bus movement is not competitive. 
In this non-competitive field, and 
in cities and along rural highways 
paralleling steam lines where there 
is a demand for bus service and 
where the electric and steam rail- 
roads will not give this service, 
there is a large and probably per- 
manent field’ for the independent 
bus operators.”

[TH production figures fairly generally available up 

to June 10, we may ,begin to estimate with some 
degree of accuracy the business done by the automotive 
industry during the first half of 1927. It seems probable 
that the total output of all the companies will be about 2,100,- 
000 vehicles. The manufacturers in the National Automobile 
Chamber of Commerce, which means practically all makers 
outside of Ford, will show a total output of about 1,500,000. 
This is a gain for this group of manufacturers over the first 
half of 1926. 

It is likely that production as a whole for the first half 
year will show a drop of something like 300,000 vehicles 
under the record established last year. The loss in output 
is due entirely to reduction in the manufacturing schedule 
of the Ford Motor Company. This loss was of course inevi- 
table under the conditions that have obtained, with the Ford 
organizations getting ready to launch a new model. 

There is every reason to expect a very satisfactory pro- 
duction period during the last half of 1927. The N. A. C. C. 
manufacturers should maintain the output rate that has held 
so far and should do it without great difficulty. With most 
of them new model announcements will stimulate sales and 
heavy fall business has been the rule for several years past. 

It is probable that definite announcement of the new 
model will be made by the Ford organization some time 
around the first of July. Most of the Ford plants are now 
slowed down to a whisper, while necessary changes are being 
made for the new production job. If Ford gets into heavy 
production on the new model by, say August, and begins 
jumping output in the traditional fashion, the last half year 
may run far ahead of the first for this maker. 

[n summing up we can only say from present conditions 

production for the industry as a whole for 1927 will 
probably run from four to six hundred thousand cars under 
1926. But for the great majority of makers, 1927 output 

vill surpass that of 1926. And on the whole, the year 1927 
going to be an exceedingly prosperous one for the industry.

Speed Traps Barred 


eek the state of Washington put into effect its 


AST ow 
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code governing all phases of motor vehicle opera- 
tion. Maximum speed in the open country has now been 


placed at forty miles per hour. Various other provisions 
are included in the new code, but none of these is particularly 
novel, except one which prohibits the setting of speed traps 
and makes evidence collected in this manner tHlegal.. 

{n spite of all that has been said and done, the speed 
trap still persists in various localities in this country. Speed 
trapping. is not the general rural industry that it used to be. 
We doubt that justices of the peace today sit on their front 
porcies with field glasses, take down numbers of out-state 
motor cars and then summon drivers by postal card, offer- 
ing to accept a given fine and excuse appearance in court. 
That was done not many years ago, and the fact that such 
bald- swindle methods have been pretty well eliminated is 
proof that the motoring community has learned to make its 
power felt to some extent at any rate. 

Ohio recently struck a powerful blow at this sort of 
mulcting of the motorist, when the Supreme Court declared 
unconstitutional a law permitting the judge and arresting 
officer to divide fines imposed for breaches of the liquor law. 

Speed trapping, division of fines by officers of the law 
and all other such practices, opening the door, as they obvi- 
ously do, to all sorts of pettifogging, have got to be ended 
everywhere in this motoring country.
